NEW YORK (AP) — Sand- 
fled sanitation trucks and 
police sharpshooters will 
mix with glittering floats and 
giant balloons at a Macy's 
Thanksgiving Day Parade 
that comes in a year of ter¬ 
rible mass shootings and 
not even a month after a 
deadly truck attack in low¬ 
er Manhattan, 

New York City's mayor and 
police brass have repeat¬ 
edly stressed that layers of 
security, along with hun¬ 
dreds of officers, will be in 
ptace for one of the na¬ 
tion's biggest outdoor holi¬ 
day gatherings, and that 
visitors should not be de¬ 
terred. 

"We had a couple of tough 
months as a nation/’ Po¬ 
lice Commissioner James 
O'Neill said. "We won't 
ever accept such acts of 
hate and cowardice as in¬ 
evitable in our society/' 

A posting last year in an 
English-language maga¬ 
zine of the Islamic State 
group, which took credil 
for the Oct, 31 truck attack 
that killed eight people, 
mentioned the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing parade as ‘'an exceP 
lent target. 

" Authorities say there is no 
confirmation of a credible 
threat. 

"I want to assure the people 


that we swore to protect 
that anytime something 
happens anywhere in the 
world, the NYPD works with 
our law enforcement part¬ 
ners and studies it and we 
learn from it and it informs 
our decision making going 
forward," O'Neill said.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Pass 
the turkey — but maybe 
hold the politics. The al- 
ready-fraught topic now in¬ 
cludes allegations of sexual 


misconducl againsl politi¬ 
cians of various political 
stripes. 

From GOP President Don¬ 
ald Trump to Democratic 
Sen. AI Franken, politicians 
past; present and aspiring 
stand accused of sexual 


misconduct ond that could 
keep tensions high at the 
holiday table. More than 
a third of Americans dread 
the prospect of politics 
coming up over Thanksgiv¬ 
ing. a new poll shows. 
Glenn Rogers, a Republi¬ 


can from Los Angeles, says 
he asks people around the 
table to talk about things 
to celebrate from the past 
year. Not everyone, he 
knows, will be toasting the 
Trump presidency. 

"For the most part, we 
get to the point where we 
know that we’re not going 
to agree with each other 
and it gets dropped," says 
the 67-year-old manufac¬ 
turing consultant, who says 
he voted less for Trump 
than againsl Democrat Hill¬ 
ary Clinton. 

With a cascade of sexual 
misconduct scandals now 
echoing similar allegations 
against Trump during the 
campaign, tempers on the 
subject of Trump may not 
have cooled, says Rogers, 
"When you start talking 
about if now, there's still 
some, l think, real animos¬ 
ity when you start talking 
abou! character." 

Rogers is among more 
than a third of Americans 
who say they dread the 
prospect of politics com¬ 
ing up over Thanksgiving, 
compared with just 2 in 10 
who say they're eager to 


talk politics, according to 
a new poll by the Associ¬ 
ated Press-NORC Center 
for Public Affairs Research. 
Four in 10 don’t feel slrang- 
ly either way. 

Democrats are slighlly 
more likely than Republi¬ 
cans to say they're uneasy 
aboul political discussions 
at the table, 39 percent to 
33 percent. And women 
are mare likely than men to 
say they dread the thought 
of talking politics, 41 per¬ 
cent to 31 percent. 

Those who do think there’s 
at least some possibility 
of politics coming up are 
somewhat more likely to 
feel optimistic about it than 
Americans as a whole. 
Among this group, 30 per¬ 
cent say they'd be eager 
to talk politics and 34 per¬ 
cent would dread it. 

The debate over whether 
to talk politics ot Thanksgiv¬ 
ing is about as American 
as the iraditional feast it¬ 
self. By Christmas 2016, 39 
percent of U.5. adults said 
their families avoided con¬ 
versations about politics, 
according to the Pew Re¬ 
search Center.□

By NOMAAN MERCHANT 
Associated Press 
HOUSTON (APJ — The kitch¬ 
en where George and 
Arva Dorsey prepare an 
18-dish feast every Thanks¬ 
giving has been stripped at 
everything but its granite 
countertops, standing on 
their own with no applianc¬ 
es below. The house they 
renovated and expanded 
over three decades has 
been gutted down to its

Hurricane Harvey slammed 
into the Texas Gulf Coast, 
killing mare than 80 people 
and damaging at least 
200,000 homes, the Dorseys

Others will go la annual 
events like Houston’s "Su¬ 
per Feast," where volun¬ 
teers this year will hand out 
clothes and supplies along 
with turkey and stuffing. 
Furniture si are owner Jim 
Mclngvale — a Houston 
icon known as "Mattress 
Mack 11 — is opening one of 
his Gallery Furniture loca¬ 
tions for a feast that starts 
at 10 a.m. Thursday, 

In Houston, the nation's 
fourth-largest city, there 
are plenty of signs of prog¬ 
ress. Blocks that hod piles 
of debris on every front 
lawn ore being cleared. 
Work crews are in neigh¬ 
borhoods ail over the city, 
and nonprofit groups have 
distributed hundreds of mil¬ 
lions in aid. 

But more than 47,COO peo¬ 
ple across Texas, including 
the Dorseys, are still stay¬ 
ing in hotels with vouchers 
from the Federal Emergen¬ 
cy Management Agency. 
Others are staying with 
family members or have 


left Southeast Texas alto¬ 
gether, abandoning mort¬ 
gages on homes that were 
wrecked by flood wafers. 
Some people are still living 
in apartments infested with 
mold. The Dorseys were res¬ 
cued from their home the 
second night of Ihe storm 
by a National Guard truck, 
with Guardsmen pulling 
them out of floodwaters 
that had reached several 
feet and still rising. 

The Guard took them to 
a nearby Baptist church, 
where they slept for two 
nights on Ihe floor until cots 
arrived. They spent a week 
at the church, where they 
celebrated their 35th an¬ 
niversary with a dance as 
other evacuees toasted 
them holding paper cups 
filled with punch. 

Dozens of volunteers from 
churches all over the world 
have since arrived in their 
neighborhood, many of 
them unprompted, to help 
rebuild. 

George Dorsey, 59, walked 
through his house lost week 
as volunteers from the 
group Samaritan's Purse 
worked inside ond on the 
roof. The staccato sound 
of nail guns rang out as he 
talked. The air inside was 
dry, but dusty,□

In her 2016 presidential 
campaign, Hillary Clinton 
drew a clear line on be¬ 
half of women who allege 
sexual assault, saying flatly: 
“You have the right to be 
believed," But she equivo¬ 
cated when asked if her 
husband's accusers from 
another decade should be 
believed, too: "I would say 
that everybody should be 
believed at firs! until they 
are disbelieved based an 
evidence." 

The pressure’s an now to 
act without equivocation, 
Franken's prankish photo 
of his hands over a nap¬ 
ping woman's breasts an

McClough and 
Bivins escaped deputies es¬ 
corting them at a court in 
Palo Alto on Nov. 6 by bolt¬ 
ing through an emergency 
exit and running outside to 
a wailing car. 

Highway patrol officers in 
Stockton tried to putt over 
a car but McClough kept 


driving, then stopped the 
vehicle and ran inside a 
Watmart where he was de¬ 
tained, the highway patrol 
said in a statement* 

Bivens then look the wheel 
and kept driving.

But he told jurors that Gar¬ 
cia Zarate had no motiva¬ 
tion to kill Sleinle and as 
awful as her death was, 
"nothing you do is going 
to fix that," He urged jurors, 
who received the case 
Tuesday, to pick apart the 
facts of the case, instead 
of swallowing o ludicrous 
narrative by the prosecu¬ 
tion that relied on circum¬ 
stantial evidence.

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UK budget sees economy wilting under Brexit pressure

LONDON (AP) — Britain's 
Treasury chief has outlined 
cautious spending plans 
fo a nation bracing for the 
shock of leaving the Euro¬ 
pean Union, amid a stream 
of worsening of economic 
forecasts that hampered 
room for giveaways. 

Philip Hammond revealed 
the deteriorating outlook in 
his annual budget speech 
to Parliament on Wednes¬ 
day, with stowing growth 
and o stubborn deficit offer¬ 
ing little space to increase 
spending in the face of 
demands from teachers, 
firefighters, police ana the 
military. Adding to the pres¬ 
sure for fiscal restraint was 
the need to preserve state 
coffers for the potential tur¬ 
moil of Brexit. 

“We are at a turning paint 
in our history," Hammond 
told the House of Com¬ 
mons. "And we resolve to 
look forwards, not back¬ 
wards." 

Hammond set aside 3 bil¬ 
lion pounds ($3.9 billion} 
over two years to pre¬ 
pare for Brexit and offered 
o package of initiatives 
to build new homes and 
ease the country's housing 
shortage, but he otherwise 
sidestepped eye-popping 


initiatives. He promised to 
“invest in the future," with 
money to improve infra¬ 
structure, spur the devek 
opment of new technoio 
gies and teach advanced 
mathematics to more chil¬ 
dren. 

“More moths for every¬ 
one,” Hammond said in a 
cheerful effort to put the 
best face on things, "Don't 


let anyone say I don't know 
how to show the nation a 
good time!”

Berlusconi, who has 
emerged from the politi¬ 
cal shadows in the run-up 
to the 2018 elec lions, has 
asked Italy's president to 
delay holding general 
elections until late spring 


in hopes that the court will 
make a decision in time to 
allow him: to run on his Forza 
Italia ticket. 

A court decision isn't ex¬ 
pected for months. His 
lawyer Edward Fitzgerald 


argued Wednesday lhat 
Italy violated Berlusconi's 
human rights In multiple 
ways, notably by means of 
a 2012 law preventing any¬ 
one sentenced to more 
than two years In prison 
from holding or running far 
public office For at least six 
years.

Families of lost submarine crew keep faith control over Mexican prison

MAR DEL PLATA, Argentina 
(APJ — Federico Ibanez 
clings to a fence crowded 
with blue-ond-white Argen¬ 
tine flags, rosary beads and 
messages of support for his 


brother and 43 other crew 
members of a missing sub¬ 
marine that should have 
arrived ta a naval base 
days ago. But his hopes are 
slowly dwindling. 

Ibanez and other relatives 
of the sub's crew are now 
growing increasingly dis¬ 
tressed as experts say that 
the vessel lost in the South 
Atlantic for seven days 
might be reaching a criti¬ 
cal period of low oxygen 
Wednesday. 

The ARA San Juan went 
missing Nov. 15 when it was 
sailing from the extreme 
southern port of Ushuafa ta 
the city of Mar del Plata, 
abaul 250 miles (400 kilo¬ 
meters) southeast of Bue¬ 
nos Aires. The Argentine 
navy and outside experts 
worry that oxygen for the 
crew would only last seven 
to 10 days if the sub is intact 
but submerged. 

Authorities still do not know 
if the sub rose to the sur¬ 


face ta replenish its oxygen 
supply and charge batter¬ 
ies. 

The German-built diesel- 
electric TR-17QQ class sub¬ 
marine was set to arrive 
Monday to a naval base 
in Mar del Plata, where lo¬ 
cal residents have arrived 


bearing messages of sup¬ 
port for relatives of the 
crew anxiously waiting for 
news. 

More than a dozen inter¬ 
national airplanes and 
ships have joined the mari¬ 
time search despite stormy 
weather that has caused 
powerful waves of more 
than 20 feet |6 meters). 

The search teams are 
combing the waters in a 
wide area of some 185,000 
square miles (480,000 
square kilometers), which is 
roughly the size of Spain* 
From the shore, Jorge Vil¬ 
larreal, kept his eyes trans¬ 
fixed on the ocean, hoping 
to catch a glimpse at the 
vessel that carries his son, 
Fernando Villareal a sub¬ 
marine officer. 

"as a dad \ want him to be 
rescued immediately but 
we can't forget about the 
inclemency of the weath¬ 
er.

day to the next," he said.

Rescue Command are also 
helping with the search. 
Hopes were lifted afler 
brief satellite calls were re¬ 
ceived and when sounds 
were detected deep in the 
South Atlantic, 

But experts later deter¬ 
mined that neither was 
tram the missing sub. A U.S. 
Navy aircrafl taler spotted 
flares, and a life raft was 
found in the search area, 
but authorities said that 
they did not come from the 
missing submarine either. 
The false alarms have 
rat I led nerves among dis¬ 
traught family members.

prison in 2010 and 2011 in 
Piedras Negros, jus! across 
the border from Texas, 
without any resistance 
from Caahullo slate offi¬ 
cials. 

The report is based an wit¬ 
ness statements, official 
documents and public 
data and takes a closer 
took at the use of the Pie- 
dras Negras prison as "key 
to the business and terror 
framework" of the Zetas. 
The investigation, which 
was conducted by Sergio 
Aguayo of the College of 
Mexico and Jacabo Day¬ 
an at Iberoamericana 
University, includes more 
than 1,500 pages and de¬ 
scribes surreal life inside 
the prison's walls. 

For some Zeta leaders, the 
prison served as a hideout 
and a place to host par¬ 
ties where caws would be 
slaughtered ta feed at¬ 
tendees. 

According to the report, 
the prison’s Zeta bass, a 
former municipal police¬ 
man who was not identi¬ 
fied in the report, regularly 
left the prison escorted by 
guards to have coffee, 
shoot at people "just for 
fun" and have sex with 
the wives of other prison¬ 
ers. He had 34 close as¬ 
sociates inside the prison 
and a no I her 58 inmates 
making uniforms and 
modifying vehicles, the re¬ 
port said. But at its most 
gruesome, the prison also 


served as a chilling “exter¬ 
mination" site. 

According to witnesses, 
some victims arrived alive 
and were killed on site 
with a shot or hammer 
blow to the head. 

Others were dismembered 
and burned immediately 
below a guard tower, 
which was controlled by 
the Zetas through threats 
and punishments. 

The most sensitive job — 
and also I he besi paid at 
$300 a night — was dispos¬ 
ing of the bodies in fuel. 
"When they cooked up 
people they would get 
smaller and Ihey would hit 
them with a metal bar un¬ 
til there was nothing left... 
(later) Ihey would tip over 
the barrel to dump what 
was left on the ground ... 
and the truth is there was 
very little," the unidenti¬ 
fied Zeta boss is quoted as 
saying in December 2014. 
Overall, testimony from 
recent trials of Zeta 
members in Texas sug¬ 
gests about 150 bodies 
were disposed of inside 
the prison. Remains were 
dumped at nearby loca¬ 
tions, including a river and 
a soccer field. 

Others believe there were 
more victims. 

"Truth and justice are still 
missing," Dayan said Tues¬ 
day, “Who knew what, 
when and what did they 
do?" said Aguayo. 

The report estimates the 
prison generated about 
$75,000 annually, with 
good standing bought 
through drug sales and 
extortion proceeds. 

The threat of violence was 
always present. 

A number of prisoners 
working for the Zetas 
walked around the pris¬ 
on with guns, in contrast 
to the guards who were 
mostly unarmed. 

A representative of the 
Coahurla state govern¬ 
ment, Federico Garza, 
said at the report's presen¬ 
tation that "we emphati¬ 
cally deny that there were 
crimes against humanity." 
He added that the inves¬ 
tigation into crimes at the 
prison continues. Q

"ITs the right thing for our 
team," McDermott said, in 
switching quarterbacks for 
the second consecutive 
Wednesday. 

The first-year coach, how¬ 
ever, was in no mood to 
revisit the reasoning be¬ 
hind starting Peterman in a 
move that ultimately back¬ 
fired, 

“Realty, when you focus on 
that, when you took in the 
rearview mirror too long in 
this league, you lose sight 
of what’s in front," McDer¬ 
mott said. “We've got to 
focus on the Chiefs, and 
that’s for myself as well as 
our team," 

In making his first career 
start, the fifth-round pick 
out of Pittsburgh became 
the first quarterback to 
throw five interceptions in 
the first half since the AFL- 
NFL merger in 3 970.

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Morgan urges voters to keep steroid users out of Hall

Hall of Fame second base¬ 
man Joe Morgan is urging 
voters to keep "known sle- 
roid users” out of Caoper- 
stawn. 

A day after the Hall re¬ 
vealed its 33-man bal¬ 
lot For the 2018 class, the 
74-year-old Morgan ar¬ 
gued against the inclusion 
of players implicated dur¬ 
ing baseball's steroid era 
in a letter to voters with the 
Baseball Writers' Associa¬ 
tion of America. The tetter 
From the vice chairman at 
the Hall’s board of directors 
was sent Tuesday using a 
Hall email address. 

“Steroid users don't be¬ 
long here/ 1 Morgan wrote. 
“What they did shouldn’t 
be accepted. Times 
shouldn't change for the 
worse," 

Halt voters have been 
wreslling with the issue of 
performance-enhancing 
drugs for several years. 
Baseball held a survey drug 
test in 2003 and the sport 
began testing for banned 
steroids the Following year 
with penalties. Accusations 
connected to some of the 
candidates for the Hall vary 


in strength from allegations 
with no evidence to posi¬ 
tive tests that caused sus¬ 
pensions. 

About 430 ballots are be¬ 
ing sent to voters, who must 
have been members of the 


BBWAA for 10 consecutive 
years, and a player needs 
at least 73 percent far elec¬ 
tion, Ballots are due by 
Dec. 31 and results will be 
announced Jan. 24. 

Writers who had not been 


covering the game for 
more than a decade were 
eliminated from the rolls in 
2015, creating a younger 
electorate that has shown 
more willingness to vote for 
players tainted by accusa¬ 
tions of steroid use, Barry 
Bonds and Roger Clemens 
each received a majority 
of votes for the first time in 
2017 in their fifth year on 
the ballot. 

Morgan said he isn't speak¬ 
ing for every Hall of Famer, 
but many of them feel the 
same way that he does, 
"Players who failed drug 
tests, admitted using ste¬ 
roids, or were identified 
as users in Major League 
Baseball s investigation into 
steroid abuse, known as 
the Mitchell Report, should 
not get in," Morgan wrote. 
"Those are the three crite¬ 
ria that many of the players 
and I think are right/' 

Jon Shestakafsky, a spokes¬ 
man For the Hall of Fame, 
called Morgan’s letter "a 
Hall of Famer initiative,” 
"Our role at the Hail of 
Fame was to support our 
players who feel strongly 
enough about this issue 
that they decided to speak 
out,” Shestakofsky said in 


an email. "They took the 
lead and asked us to pro¬ 
vide administrative sup¬ 
port to help gel their mes¬ 
sage out.” Jeff Bagwell, Tim 
Raines and Ivan Rodriguez 
were inducted into the Hall 
in July. They were joined by 
former Commissioner Bud 
Selig and retired Kansas 
City and Atlanta executive 
John Schuerhalz, who were 
voted in by a veterans 
committee. 

Some baseball writers said 
the election of Selig, who 
presided over the steroids 
era, influenced their view 
of whether tainted stars 
should gain entry to the 
Hall. 

Morgan praised BBWAA 
voters and acknowledged 
they Gre facing a “tricky is¬ 
sue,” but he also warned 
some Hall of Farriers might 
not make the trip to Coo¬ 
perstown if steroid users are 
elected. 

“The cheating that tainted 
an era now risks tainting the 
HallaF Fame too," he wrote. 
“The Hall of Fame means 
too much to us to ever see 
that happen. IF steroid users 
get in, it will divide and di¬ 
minish the Hall, something 
we couldn't bear.'Q

give them one minute to 
meet at the net after walk¬ 
ing on the court, five min¬ 
utes for warming up, fol¬ 
lowed by one minute to be 
ready for play to begin. 

The four Grand Slam tour¬ 
naments — the Australian 
Open, French Open, Wim¬ 
bledon, U,5. Open ■— dou¬ 
bled the number of seeded 
players to 32 in June 2001, 
That decision was made 
partly in response to com¬ 
plaints from clay-court spe¬ 
cialists that they wanted 
more draw protection of 
Wimbledon, the only ma¬ 
jor tournament played on 
grass. 

Going back to 1 6 seeds in 
2019 would, in theory any¬ 
way, make early upsets 
more likely.

Real estate firm Home¬ 
stead Infrastructure is ac¬ 
cused of taking tens of mil¬ 
lions of rupees (millions of 
dollars] from home buyers 
far a project named "Bal¬ 
let by Marla Sharapova,” a 
luxury apartment complex 
with its own helipad, tennis 
academy and other ame¬ 
nities. The five-time Grand 
Slam champion travelled 
to India in 2013 to launch 
the project at a glitzy cer¬ 
emony, 

Policebegan the investiga¬ 
tion on Nov. ] 6. 

Piyush Singh, a lawyer rep¬ 
resenting one of the home 
buyers, said Wednesday 
that Sharapova’s celebrity 


was the reason most peo¬ 
ple put their money into the 
project. 

Singh said his client, Bha- 
wana Agarwai, paid 
Homestead Infrastructure 
5.3 million rupees ($81,678) 
in 2013 because she was 
impressed by Sharapova's 
association with the project 
located in Gurgaon, a sub¬ 
urb of the Indian capital. 
The cost of an apartment in 
the swanky project was 20 
million rupees ($308,000], 
Agarwai then spent the 
next three years chasing 
the builders for updates on 
the property and her invest¬ 
ment in it but they stopped 
taking her calls, Singh said. 
On Wednesday, several 
calls to the numbers of the 
building company's web¬ 


site went unanswered. 

"The project never saw the 
light at day," Singh said. 
Singh said the police inves¬ 
tigation based an his cli¬ 
ent's complaint was testing 
relatively new legal ground 
- that celebrities endors¬ 
ing projects that draw vast 
sums of money from inves¬ 
tors had a responsibility "to 
do some due diligence" on 
the project before lending 
their name and credibility 
to it. 

Sharapova isn’t Ihe only 
international sports celeb¬ 
rity that the real estate firm 
roped in.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fed- 
era I Reserve officials gen¬ 
erally believe that it’ll soon 
be time for another in¬ 
crease in the Fed's key in¬ 
terest rate. Haw ever, a few 
felt any further rate hikes 
should be delayed until 
they see inflation moving 
higher; minutes of their East 
meeting revealed. 

Minutes of the Fed's 
Get. 31-Nov. I released 
Wednesday showed that 
many officials believed 
a third rate hike this year 
will likely be warranted if 
incoming data leave the 
medium-term economic 
outlook unchanged. But 
"a few" officials remained 
worried that inflation has 
tailed to accelerate to¬ 
ward the Fed's 2 percent 
goal as expected. They 
suggest that the central 
bank needs to remain 
cautious in pushing rates 
higher. 

The Fed meets again on 
Dec, 12-13, and private 
economists widely expect 
it will go ahead and raise 
rates. 

The minutes of the last 
meeting showed there 
is still a division between 
those who are worried that 
the Fed might be moving 
too slowly amid law un¬ 
employment and those still 
concerned that inflation 
is falling short of expecta¬ 
tions. 

The central bank has 
raised rates twice so far this 
year, in March and June, 
pushing its benchmark rate 
to a still-tow level of 1 per¬ 
cent to 1.25 percent. But 
at three meetings since 
then, the Fed has left rales 
unchanged as officials de¬ 
bated the future course of 
inflation. 

The Fed's goal is to man¬ 
age the economy to pro¬ 
mote maximum employ¬ 
ment and stable prices, 
which it defines as inflation 
rising at an annual rate of 2 
percent. 

For much of this year, infla¬ 
tion has been falling far¬ 
ther from the Fed's goal.

dence inflation is rising. The 
Fed has suggested it wants 
lo raise rates three more 
times next year. 

"The market certainly

Institute. He said investors 
may change their minds 
as economic reports roll in 
over the next few weeks, 
and they may get nervous 
if they think the Fed will 
move faster.

SPARKS, Nev. (AP) — Feder¬ 
al scientists and land man¬ 
agers wha’ve been craft¬ 
ing strategies la protect 
a ground-dwelling bird's 
habitat across the Ameri¬ 
can West for nearly two de¬ 
cades are going back to 
the drawing board under 
a new Trump administra¬ 
tion edict to reassess exist¬ 
ing plans condemned by 
ranchers, miners and en¬ 
ergy developers. 

Federal officials are wrap¬ 
ping up a series of public 
meetings with three ses¬ 
sions starting Tuesday in 
Utah ahead of a Nov. 27 
cutoff for comment on In¬ 
terior Secretary Ryan Zinke's 
order last month to con¬ 
sider revisions la land man¬ 
agement amendments For 
the greater sage grouse 
that were adapted under 
the Obama administration. 
Zinkesays he wants to make 
sure the amendments don't 
harm local economies in 11 
western states and allow 
the states to have maxi¬ 
mum control over the ef¬ 
forts within their borders. 
Conservationists say it's a 
thinly veiled attempt to al¬ 
low more livestock graz¬ 
ing and drilling, similar la 
Trump's efforts to roll back 
national monument des¬ 
ignations, but on a much 
larger scale. They warn it 
could land the hen-sized 
bird on the endangered 
species list in 2020 when the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
is scheduled to review its 


2015 decision not to list it. 
"They appear !a be dis¬ 
mantling the whole land- 
pianning amendment sys¬ 
tem and starting over," said 
Patrick Donnelly, the Cen¬ 
ter for Biological Diversity's 
Nevada state director. 

It's revisionist history" he 
told a Fish and Wildlife Ser¬ 
vice official during a scap¬ 
ing meeting-turned-brain- 
storming session at a Sparks 
hotel-casino Wednesday 
night. 

Instead of recording public 
testimony, agency officials 
marked up easel pads with 
lists of criticisms, concerns 
and suggestions. About 80 
participants moved be¬ 
tween five breakout groups 
including "minerals," "live¬ 
stock grazing/' and "wildlife 
and vegetal Eon." 

They treaded familiar 
ground. Disagreement 
reigned aver the size of pro¬ 
tective buffer zones around 
grouse breeding grounds, 
states' role in setting federal 


policy and whether cattle 
or wild horses cause more 
habitat degradation. There 
was general agreement 
that invasive cheat grass is 
fueling one of the biggest 
threats - catastrophic wild¬ 
fires - but little consensus an 
what to da about it. 

"I don't understand why 
we're starting all over 
again," shouted a man who 
briefly disrupted the meet¬ 
ing and refused lo provide 
his name. 

Nevada Farm Bureau Vice 
President Doug Busselman 
said research increasingly 
suggests properly regu¬ 
lated grazing reduces fre 
fuels. But he said existing 
policy is "taking a restric¬ 
tive approach ... and then 
watching massive fires 
sweep across the land¬ 
scape, setting up the pro¬ 
cess far expansion of cheat 
grass, then mare fire," 

The U.S. House Natural Re¬ 
sources Committee heard 
the same Ihing last month 


from Idaho House Speaker 
Scott Bedke, a fifth-gener¬ 
ation rancher who blames 
grazing restrictions for a 
wildfire that wiped out his 
family's winter grazing allot¬ 
ment this year, 

"In the process of placating 
anti-grazing activists, fed¬ 
eral agencies have made 
the No. 1 threat to the 
greater sage grouse in Ida¬ 
ho worse,” Bedke said. Ida¬ 
ho Gov, C.L. "Butch" Otter, 
a Republican, filed one of 
a series of lawsuits aimed at 
blocking the Obama plans. 
Conversely, Republican 
Gov. Matt Mead of Wyo¬ 
ming, Democratic Gov. 
John Hickenlooper of Colo¬ 
rado and Democratic Gov. 
Steve Bullock of Montana 
have expressed concern 
thal altering existing plans 
could undermine efforts to 
prevent a listing. Nevada 
GOP Gov. Brian Sandoval 
also has cautioned against 
wholesale changes, al¬ 
though he applauded Zin¬ 
ke's recent lifting of a tem¬ 
porary ban an new mining 
claims across about 15,600 
square miles (40,400 square 
kilometers) adapted under 
Obama. 

Montana Fish and Wild¬ 
life Commission Chairman 
Dan Vermillion said existing 
protections look a diverse 
group of stakeholders years 
to work out. 

'Those plans were essen¬ 
tial to keeping sage grouse 
from becoming endan¬ 
gered," he wrote in a Nov.

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David Cassidy: A rocking romancer to millions of young fans

NEW YORK (AP) — David 
Cassidy could sell the heck 
out of uncertainty. 

"I Think I Love You," the 
smash hit that in 1970 
launched the Partridge 
Family musical group plus 
the ABC comedy-wifh- 
songs show of the same 
name. Found Cassidy cen- 
ler stage delivering such 
lyrics as "I think I lave you, 
so what am t so afraid of?/ 
I'm afraid that I'm not sure 
of a love there is no cure 
for." 

There was no doubt: At 
20. Cassidy was the radi¬ 
ant man-boy to help usher 
young girls jand young 
boys, for that matter) into 
the untold mysteries of pu¬ 
bescence, adolescence, 
romance and rock l n s roll. 
For oil that, millions knew 
Ihey loved him. 

Within a few years, those 
legions of Fans would oul- 
grow him, just as Cassidy 
would oulgrow himself, or, 
at least, what had made 
him a superstar. His cheru¬ 
bic looks would fade along 
with his popularity; his lad- 
dish proto-Farrah-Fawcett 
shag would thin. It needn't 
have shocked him or any¬ 
body else; the odds oF 
sustaining that white-hot 
level of success were no 
less great than for his hav¬ 
ing been ignited as a star 
in the first place. Lightning 
seldom strikes even once, 
much less twice, 

Cassidy, who announced 
earlier this year that he had 
been diagnosed with de¬ 
mentia. died Tuesday sur¬ 
rounded by his family. No 
further details were imme¬ 
diately available, but pub¬ 
licist Jo Ann Geffen said on 
Saturday that Cassidy was 
in a Fort Lauderdale, Flori¬ 
da, hospital suffering from 
organ Failure. 

“The Partridge F am¬ 
ity'' aired from 1970-74 and 
was intended at first as a 
vehicle for Shirley Jones, 
the Oscar-winning actress 
and Cassidy's stepmother. 
Jones played Shirley Par¬ 
tridge. o widow with five 
children with whom she 
forms a popular act that 
travels on a psychedelic 
bus. The cast also featured 
Cassidy as eldest son and 


family heartthrob Keith Par¬ 
tridge; Susan Dey, later of 
"LA. Law’’ fame, as sibling 
Laurie Partridge and Danny 
Bonaduceas sibling Danny 
Partridge. 

'The Partridge Family" 
never cracked the top 10 
in TV ratings, but the re¬ 
cordings under their name, 
mostly featuring Cassidy, 
Jones and session players, 
produced real-life musi¬ 
cal hits and made Cassidy 
a real-life musical super- 
star. “I Think I Love You" 
was the Partridges' best- 
known song, spending 
three weeks on fop of the 
Billboard chart at a time 
when other hit singles in¬ 
cluded James Taylor's "Fire 
and Rain" and Smokey 
Robinson and the Miracles' 
"The Tears of a Clown," The 
group also re ached the top 
10 with “I'll Meet You Half¬ 
way 1 ' and "Doesn't Some¬ 
body Want to be Wanted," 
and Cassidy had a solo hit 
with "Cherish," 

"In two years, David Cas¬ 
sidy has swept hurricane- 
like into the pre-pubescent 
lives oF millions of Ameri¬ 
can girls,” Rolling Stone 
magazine noted in 1972. 
"Leaving: six and a half mil¬ 
lion tong-playing albums 
and singles: 44 television 
programs; David Cassidy 
lunch boxes; David Cassidy 
bubble gum: David Cas¬ 
sidy coloring books and 
David Cassidy pens: not to 
mention several millions of 
teen magazines, wall stick¬ 
ers, love beads, posters 
and photo albums." 
Cassidy's appeal faded 
after the show went off 
the air, although he con¬ 
tinued to tour, record and 
act over the next 40 years, 
his albums including "Ro¬ 
mance" and the awkward¬ 
ly titled "Didn't You Used 
To Be?" He had a hit with 
"I Write the Songs 1 ' before 
Barry Manilow's chart-top¬ 
ping version and success 
overseas with "The Last 
Kiss," featuring backing vo¬ 
cals from Cassidy admirer 
George Michael, He made 
occasional stage and tele¬ 
vision appearances, in¬ 
cluding an Emmy-nominat- 
ed performance on “Police 
Story." 

Even while "The Partridge 
Family" was still in prime¬

time, Cassidy worried that 
he was being mistaken for 
the wholesome character 
he played.

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As Churchill, Oldman performs 
his greatest disappearing act

TORONTO (AP) — It's a long 
distance from Sid Vicious 
to Winston Churchill, and 
a greater leap, still, from 
Dracula la "Darkest Hour." 
Gary Oldman, character- 
actor maverick, has taken 
up perhaps his biggest — 
and most buttoned-down 
— challenge. Far even a 
veteran chameleon like 
Oldman who has a way of 
hiding in plain sight, the task 
of tackling such a heroic ti¬ 
tan of 20th century history is 
a leap. If he can disappear 
behind just glasses (2011s 
'Tinker Tailor Soldier Spy") or 
merely a mustache (1989's 
’The Firm"), what feats of 
transformation can he ac¬ 
complish with a pile of 
prosthetics and a heap of 
makeup? 

The answer is a swagger¬ 
ing, full-throated meta¬ 
morphosis that has made 
Oldman the early Favorite 
to win best actor at the 
Oscars. It's a part that Old¬ 
man grants is a personal 
mountain peak, 

"It's sort of like my Lear/' 
Oldman said in an inter¬ 
view aver coffee. "And 1 
don't rule that out. There 
are some parts still left in 
the of boy." 

An Academy Awards nom¬ 
ination would be only the 
second for the 59-year-old 
Oldman. (He was nomi¬ 
nated for Tinker Tailor/') His 
shape-shifting career and 
preference for privacy has 
sometimes kept him out of 
the spotlight, even white his 
explosive ferocity ['Leon: 
The Professional," "State of 
Grace/' "True Romance"} 
made him a thespian idol. 
That Oldman is an actor's 
actor is fitting in the case 
of "Darkest Hour," Director 
Joe Wright {"Atonement/' 
"Pride & Prejudice") depicts 
Churchill as an actor, him¬ 
self. who’s playing a part. 
With a Hamberg hat and 
cigar as his costume, he 
rallies 1940 Britain against 
pacifism in the face of 
Adolf Hitter, Churchill, an 
unpopular figure when he 
became prime minister, is 
captured in private self¬ 
doubt and public gran¬ 
deur, as he prods Parlia¬ 
ment in famous speeches, 


like when he warned that 
with inaction Britain would 
"sink into the abyss of a new 
Dark Age made more sinis¬ 
ter'' 

"Our film is about oratory 
and how words can galva¬ 
nize the people and move 
them and rally them, Even 
simple, direct Anglo-Saxon 
words," says Oldman. "I felt 
it was refreshing because 
we've now gat to a world 
where we communicate 
with emojis. If Churchill saw 
an emoji, S think he'd turn in 
his bloody grave." 

"Darkest Hour" spans just 
28 days, when Churchill is 
thrust into power and Ger¬ 
many is invading France. 
That Churchill has been 
so frequently played — 
among I hem Richard Bur¬ 
ton, Albert Finney, Brian 
Cox and John Lithgow — 
gave Oldman pause, since 
they had, he says, "con¬ 
taminated" his and our im¬ 
pression of the man. 

"I danced around it for a 
long time. I think I wa s a fra id, 
to be honest with you," says 
Oldman. "But at the end of 
the day I couldn't give up 
saying those words. And 
what's the worst that can 
happen? You stink. They're 
not going to come arrest 
you or shoot you. I thought: 
Jump off the cliff and see 
what happens," 

Wright says it took five 
months to carefully cali¬ 
brate the makeup and 
prosthetics: 'Too much and 
you would lose Gary," he 
says. Still, Oldman is only 
just visible underneath. 

'The greatest actors I've 
ever worked with have ex¬ 
traordinarily powerful imag¬ 
inations/' says Wright, That 
imagination Gary is able to 
project with this strength of 
power of will out of himself." 
The hours of makeup 
meant Oldman often ar¬ 
rived an sef at 3 a.m. His 
average day, he estimates, 
was 19 hours long. By the 
time the rest of the cast 
and crew arrived, Oldman 
was already in character, 
"Joe never saw me as Gary 
for three months," says the 
actor. 

"If you're going to da a 
part like this, you can't go 
in kicking and screaming 
about the makeup. You've 


got to surrender fo it," Old¬ 
man says, "Maybe day 45 
you come in, you're sleep 
deprived and you're a bit 
grumpy. But the fruits of it 
were such that t could put 
myself in a frame of mind. 
Once it was all in, I was in 
it, I had a balk My thinking 
was that if at 65, Churchill 
could take on Hitler, then I 
could sit in a makeup chair 
for three hours." 

"Darkest Hour" isn't par¬ 
ticularly imbued with po¬ 
litical relevance far today, 
though some might wotch 
it pining far Churchill's lead¬ 
ership. It was purposefully 
cralted, Oldman says, to 
place Churchill in his lime, 
not ours. "What we da now, 
too often, there's a lot revi¬ 
sionist history," he says. "We 
tend to look at the past 
through the fens of the 21st 
century," 

Oldman, himself, is no fan 
of political correctness. In a 
2014 Playboy interview he 
criticized the hypocrisy of 
the outcry against Mel Gib¬ 
son's anti-Serna tic tirade. 
Oldman said everyone 
is guilty of such slurs and 
he referred to Hollywood 
as ’Yun by Jews," Oldman 
apologized profusely, in¬ 
cluding on "Jimmy Kimmel 
Live." 

Oldman has previously 
struggled with alcohol ad¬ 
diction (he was charged 
with drunk driving in 1991] 
but now doesn't drink. In 
August he married his fifth 
wife, Gisele Schmidt, an art 
curator. 

Asked if he has strong politi¬ 
cal beliefs, Oldman replies: 
"I like to know what's going 
on. Bui I'm not an opinion- 
maker and I'm not running 
for Congress. 

I pretty much keep fo my¬ 
self these days. We've all 
got opinions." 

Oldman directed once be¬ 
fore in 1997's searing fam¬ 
ily drama "Nil By Mouth," a 
film that drew heavily from 
Oldman's own childhood 
growing up in working- 
class East London, (Old¬ 
man even wanted to cast 
his mother.} He plans to be 
directing again next year 
from a script not his own, 
"but the fit is goad," he says. 
In the meantime, Churchill 
still has a hold on him, □

You can find him on the

for viewing. 

The fact that I suddenly 
have three different shows 
on three different stream¬ 
ing platforms suggests that 
I'm clever and I planned 
this. I planned nothing/' 
says Reiser before joking 
that his goal now is to be 
on EVERY platform and 
every device, "even when 
you shut it off." 

The 60-year-old Reiser, 
whose acting career be¬ 
gan with a bang in the 
films "Diner/' "Beverly Hills 
Cop" and "Allens/' and who 
starred in NBC's 1990s sit¬ 
com hit "Mad About You/' 


is also a veteran standup 
comic who appeared 
many times on Carson’s 
'Tonight Show" during its 
heyday. His experience on 
Johnny’s couch, coupled 
with his earlier memories of 
staying up late on school 
nights to catch Johnny's 
monologue and the co¬ 
medians whose careers 
he launched with a sanc¬ 
tifying thumbs-up, spurred 
Reiser to develop 'There’s . 
Johnny!” with partner Da¬ 
vid Steven Simon. 

That took more than a de¬ 
cade, much of il spent se¬ 
curing the support of the 
Carson estate, which has 
furnished clips from vintage 
1972 shows that are insert¬ 
ed into the comedic narra¬ 
tive. It is through these snip¬ 
pets that Carson resides in 
'There's. Johnny!" No actor 
plays him. 

This contrasts with Show¬ 
time’s contemporaneous 
dramedy T'm Dying Up 
Here," set at a i970s Sunset 
Strip comedy club whose 
up-and-coming comics 
dream of a career-making 
shot on The Tonight Show." 
Corson is portrayed by 
Dylan Baker. 

While paying no Hess rev¬ 
erence to Carson's lofty 
stature, There's ... Johnny!" 
is instead a TV workplace 
comedy. Its action cen¬ 
ters on 19-year-old Carson- 
idolizing Andy Klavin, who 
stumbles into o job as gofer 
an the Tonight Shaw" staff. 
Fresh from Nebraska, wide¬ 


eyed Andy (Ian Nelson) 
works closely with a fellow 
staffer, jaded Hollywood 
child Joy (Jane Levy), who 
treats Andy's naivete with 
exasperation and wonder¬ 
ment, All of the characters 
are fictional, other than 
Freddy de Cordova, Car¬ 
son's longtime executive 
producer and rfng-a-ding- 
ding consigliere. who is 
played with gusto by Tony 
Danza. 

Reiser recalls that it was 
de Cordova who served 
as Carson's liaison with 
the staff and, until they 
stepped onstage, with 
Johnny's guests, too, 

"f did the show a lot and, 
other than sitting there 
next to Johnny on cam¬ 
era, 1 never hung out with 
him. never SAW him." Reiser 
says. "He was this looming 
presence in the building 

— it was all Johnny's world 

— but even when he was 
going from his office to 
makeup or the stage, all I 
saw was an elbow round¬ 
ing a corner or the back of 
his head. That was the feel 
that I wanted 1o put in the 
show: You know he's there, 
it's all about him, but it's only 
on the air where you see 
him." It was on the air that 
Carson took form for the 
nation as an intimately fell 
companion whose impact 
and reach is almost impos¬ 
sible to fathom today, 

"He was the GUY," says Rei¬ 
ser. "Johnny was o port of 
our Eives in a way t don't 


think any television show or 
performer can be today. 
You couldn't record the 
show, so you had to stay up 
until 1 1 :30 to watch, or you 
missed out. 

’There are people 40 and 
up who remember Johnny 
and still miss him. But you 
don't need any prior ex¬ 
perience or knowledge of 
Johnny Carson to enjoy our 
show. It's not ABOUT him. 
He's the background. And I 
like to think that it will make 
people not familiar with 
him happy that they now 
know about him.” 

’There's . Johnny!" takes 
place o decode into Car- 
son’s 30-year reign as "King 
of Late Night," just months 


after he hod brought ’To¬ 
night" from New York to Bur¬ 
bank, California. 

There, Carson truly blos¬ 
somed as an arbiter of Hol¬ 
lywood hipness, which he 
skillfully ployed against his 
boyish, middle-Am erica n 
appeal. 

Meanwhile, the world out¬ 
side Carson's studio was 
in turmoil with Watergate, 
the Vietnam war and so¬ 
cial upheaval. No wonder 
viewers flocked to 'The To¬ 
night Show" to share some 
reassuring laughs with 
Johnny before bedtime. 
Now There’s , Johnny!" de¬ 
lights in showing what was 
going on, out of sight and 
off the air.Q

WICHITA. Kan. (AP) — Tur¬ 
key farmer Darrell Glaser 
buys his Thanksgiving bird 
at the local grocery stare, 
just like mast folks. 

But this Thanksgiving sea¬ 
son, the Texas producer will 
be able to find out where 
the Honeysuckle White tur¬ 
key he puts into his shop¬ 
ping cart was raised — and 
even know if it is one of the 
birds from his own Milam. 
County farm. 

Turkey buyers in select Tex¬ 
as markets will be able to 
either text or enter on Ihe 
Honeysuckle White website 
the code found on the tag 
an the packaged bird to 
find out where il was raised 
and get information about 
the farm’s location, view 
farm photos and read the 
farmer’s message. 

“What traceability does 
is just allow us to connect 
with the consumer','' Glaser 
said. "And I think over time 
there has been a discon¬ 
nect. People have kind of 
lost where their food comes 
from and this is a way to re¬ 
establish that line of com¬ 
munication/’ Glaser is an 
independent farmer who 
raises about 600,000 birds 
a year far Cargill’s Honey¬ 
suckle Whife brand, and is 
among four Texas farmers 
participating in Ihe market 
test. The traceable turkeys 
in the pilot project won’t 
cost more than untagged 
birds, and at I er the test the 
Minneapolis-based Cargill 
Inc, and its Honeysuckle 
White brand says if will as¬ 
sess its effectiveness and 
value to determine further 
Implementation of the digi¬ 
tal technology and any 
price adjustments. 

The pilot project marks the 
agribusiness giant's entry 
into a burgeoning farrm-ta- 
table movement driven by 
people who want to know 
where their food comes 
from and how it was pro¬ 
duced, If is also a sign of 
the success driven by sus¬ 
tainable food advocates 
who have been promoting 
such connections as a way 
for farmers to market local¬ 
ly grown and raised foods. 
“When the big companies 
see that success, they are 
going to jump in and try to 


make money off it," said 
Mary Fund, executive di¬ 
rector of the Kansas Rural 
Center, an advocacy or¬ 
ganization that promotes 
ecologically and socially 
responsible food systems. 
Big agribusiness companies 
like Cargill and Tyson were 
instrumental In concen¬ 
trating poultry production 
on farms and processing 
entities — eliminating the 
infrastructure that used to 
be there to support smaller 


local producers, Fund said. 
Now Cargill is in a sense 
"turning back to that mod¬ 
el 11 by trying to tap into the 
desire that consumers have 
for an identifiable product. 
"II is a tough thing because 
the local and regional food 
production and marketing 
system is not really able to 
satisfy fhe demand fhat is 
out there," Fund said. “So 
we are not naive in think¬ 
ing that you are going to 
be able to grow enough 


turkeys or poultry of a real 
local level and feed every¬ 
body." 

The conglomerate's Hon¬ 
eysuckle White brand is the 
nation's third largest turkey 
producer, and is among 
the top five companies 
that collectively raise 65 
percent of U.S. turkey pro 
duction, said Simon Shone, 
an industry consultant and 
adjunct professor at Norfh 
Carolina State University, 
“Will it influence the rest 


of the industry? Only in re¬ 
spect to branded items, 
there is no point in doing it 
for generics," Shone said. 
"But the industry is moving 
over to brands/* 

The pilot project will inform 
the company as to the val¬ 
ue of supply chain transpar¬ 
ency to consumers and its 
impact on sales, said Deb¬ 
orah Socha, Honeysuckle 
Brand manager. Based on 
those findings, Cargill will 
develop its digital supply 
chain in the United States 
and globally.

"Honeysuckle White has 
been listening 1o what the 
consumers have said and 
found that when it came 
to feeding their family, they 
really want to feel confi¬ 
dent in knowing where and 
how the food is raised," So¬ 
cha saidO
